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THE PRICE OF PEACE 



Gradually man i? learning that pence is not 
a ftate which automatically follows the end of 
a world war. Gradually he if learning that (he 
signing of surrender treaties brings something 
more to think abbtil than "bluebirds over the 
white cliff* of Dover." 

Man learns the lesson slowly because he fails 
to realize that peace has a price, that certain 
sacrifices must he made continually if peace is 
to he maintained. As Principal .lames said last 
February when he endorsed the International 
.Student Service drive for funds at McGill. "The 
peace of the world and our prosperity will not he 
safeguarded by official plans and treaties. They 
depend upon the action of individuals, upon 
public opinion, upon individual acceptance of 
responsibility. Our gifts to these campaigns arc 
more than the measure of our generosity, they 
arc the indication of the price that each one of 
us, as an individual, is willing to pay for the 
chance to create a better world." 

At campuses across the country I.S.S. com- 
mittees arc once again launching campaigns for 
funds in the sincere belief that peace will always 
be remote unless material and intellectual relief 
are provided for the needy and suffering. For 
those students who may not be familiar with 
the aims and the organization of I.S.S., the fol- 
lowing points are listed: 

WHAT IS /.S.S.? 

IJ5.S. is a non-political, non-sectarian organ- 
ization of students, professor- and graduates. 
Practically every university in Western Europe, 
North America. India, China. South East Asia 
and the British Commonwealth has an I.S.S.

In the opening essay the editor 
discusses 'Studies in the Elizabethan 
Stage Since 1000." The mass of in- 
formation on this subject that hat 
been gathered in the past fifty years 
necessitates this essay being synop- 
tic, but it is nonetheless titillating 
for that, and it presents a reasoned 
appraisal of the work that has been 
done. Mr. Nicoll is a man to whom 
Shakespearian research is an excit- 
ing adventure, and It is with that 
spirit of adventure that we read on. 
We are not disappointed by our 
findings. 

The Blackfrlars Theatre* 
There arc sixteen essays, and 
quite obviously I have not the 
space to discuss each individually, 
although each' deserves separate 
review. To me the most stimulat- 
ing is the essay by Gerald Eades 
Bcntlcv. Professor of English at the 
University of Princeton, on "Shake- 
speare and the Blackfriars Thea- 
tre." To Professor Bentley the 
keynote to the understanding and 
evaluation of Shakespeare lies in 
the fact that he was, above all 
else, a man of the theatre, a mem 
ber and shareholder of the King's 
Company. 

Too often this proper contect is 
denied and ignored, and it is sure- 
ly true. to say that when a man is 
subliminaled there is rarely oh 
jective appraisal of him. With eon 
siderable research and fine' reason 
ing Professor Bentley points out 
that the purchase of the private 
Blackfriars Theatre by the King's 
Company In 1608 necessitated 
Shakespeare devoting more time to 
the writing for a new courtly audi 
ence, instead of for the more exo- 
teric 'Globe' audience as he had 
done formerly. The results were 
the much-discussed and palpably 
different "Cymballne." "A Winter's 
Talc," "The Tempest," "Two Noble 
Kinsmen," and probably the lost 
"Cardcnio," Shakespeare .possibly 
working with, and learning from, 
Beaumont and Fletcher, who had 
always written exclusively for pri 
vatc theatres. It is a well-devised 
and thoroughly stimulating hypo- 
thesis.

recounts how in 1847 it was rumor- 
ed that a plan was on foot to 
remove the fabric of the house in 
Stratford to the United States, a 
gesture, apparently, to the inter- 
youri nationalisai of 'ne playwright. In 
spite of this terrible danger funds 
to purchase the new famous shrine 
as a national monument were only 
obtained with difficulty, a sad re- 
flection upon the Englishman. 
The Play's the Thing! 
A more modern note is struck in 
the section devoted to recent stage 
productions; in one essay of which 
Uno Ellis-Fermor comments upon 
the disturbing tendency to sacrifice 
Shakespeare to settings. This ten- 
dency is history repeating itself, for 
in the late nineteenth and early 
twentieth centuries the theatre was 
caught in the throes of the Rein- 
hardt and Tree traditions, until a 
reactive movement in France, 
Sweden and America placed the 
emphasis once more upon Shake- 
speare's words, and responsibility 
upon the actor and director. As 
Miss Ellis-Fermor points out, it 
would be a pity to lose these gains. 

It is perhaps niggling to voice 
one or two minor objections in view 
of such an over-all fine achieve- 
ment, but with an eye towards fu- 
ture editions I would like to suggest 
that the notes, of which there are 
necessarily many, be placed at the 
bottom of each page (as In the last 
three essays) and not, as in most of 
them, at the end of each essay. 
Further, the enjoyment of a precise 
and admirable essay on "The Early 
Engravings and the Bankside Thea- 
tres" by I. A. Shapiro is marred by 
the inept placing of the relevant 
Illustrations in two separate groups 
many pages away from the article. 
A final point: I should like to see 
avoided in future the coy, self- 
conscious literary technique of 
Michael MacLiammoir's "Conversa- 
tion on Three Productions," which 
quite spoiled for me an otherwise 
competent and thoughtful essay.

Miss Sltwell obviously knows her 
Shakespeare, and is admirably con 
versed with « the plums of Shakes 
pearlan criticism. There Is a need 
for someone to Interpret and sum 
marize these plums for the con 
sumption, instruction, and enter 
tainmcnt of those readers who have 
not the time to study the individual 
works of scholarship, and one feels 
that Miss Sitwell might be the per 
son to do the Job. As it is her 'run- 
ning commentaries upon certain 
aspects of Shakespeare' are too sub 
jective and too metaphysical to be 
of much value to the general reader, 
or yet to the Shakespearian scholar. 

To condemn her for this would 
be unjust; the author's intention 
his own prerogative. We must 
thank her for what she has done, 
although we may privately mourn 
that she has not done something 
else. 

The Wheel of Fire 
With the exceptions of three es- 
says on "King Lear," "Othello," 
and "Macbeth," these are notes in 
the fullest sense of the word. There 
seems to be at times a need to read 
between the lines, and I must ad- 
mit a certain confusion. However, 
Miss Sitwell has some interesting, 
original ideas. She believes 'in all 
humility' that she has found a new 
source of Inspiration in "King 
Lear": she feels the keynote of the 
play Is to be found In Edgar's line: 
Nero is an angler in the lake 
of darkness." 

This image, she suggests, is 'that 
of Lear, who in his prayer to Na- 
ture to kill the source of life In 
his daughter, struck at the very 
heart of Nature, disturbing that 
lake of darkness, the original 
chaos from which all being arose.' 
There is the further theme, shared 
wltn "Hamlet", of 'the war between 
the ordincry nature and the King 
nature, between the sacred mad- 
ness that is genius and the world 
of Appearance'. 

O Rare Hyperion 
Shakespeare in his plays has 
written 'hymns to life' with char- 
acters so vast as to appear element 
'Shakespeare himself is like the 
sun. If this be so many of us arc 
hellolators, and Miss Sltwell gives 
our belief a poetic raison d'etre.

The Political Tradition of 
the West, by Professor F. 
•M. Watkins; S. J. Regin- 
ald Saunders; 368 pages, 
$6.25. 

This is not a book for the scholar, 
but for the thoughtful student 
(meaning you and me) of liberal- 
ism interested in its origins. It is 
a provocative book, carefully work- 
ed out despite the failure to include 
any bibliography, index or refer- 
ences, and eminently readable. Pro- 
fessor Watkins admires the English 
language too 'much to force it Into 
the straight-jacket of empty and 
needless jargon. 

For the author, liberalism is a 
way of life with a profound sense 
of history. The tradition of the West 
is essentially one of emphasizing 
freedom under law as the core of 
politics. This concept has its origin 
in the ancient world of the Greeks 
and the Jews. If this emphasis on 
jurisprudence, with its "Procustean 
generalizations" has robbed West- 
ern civilization of the ethical re- 
finements of earlier civilizations 
with their devotion to ethics, It has 
had the compensating advantage of 
rendering life comparatively secure 
and calculable. This provides a solu- 
tion to the problem of government, 
how to maintain the unity of the 
group without transgressing the 
members. Having given impetus to 
the idea of civic freedom, the 
Greeks further formulated the pro- 
found truth that "Moral and intel- 
lectual leadership is incomplete 
until it has been embodied In law." 

The Romans gave practical ex- 
pression to the task of building a 
professional legal caste and ( thc 
avoidance of civil conflict in ex- 
cess; problems which the Greeks 
were unable to solve and finally 
rendered them asunder. The Ro- 
mans themselves at first showed a 
tremendous talent for compromise 
and a '.'timely recognition of the 
fact that a free community can ex- 
ist if it satisfies the needs of all, 
and not merely those of a domin- 
ant factor." The internal decay of 
the Empire in the ensuing struggle 
with the Barbarians was largely 
an outcome of their failure to re- 
strain the growing bureaucracy un- 
der the effective rule of law and 
through which the popular will 
could make itself known. 

Paradoxically enough, It was the 
destruction of the western half of 
the Empire and the consequent rise 
of the Christian Chu.-h at Rome 



lution" to follow. The dualism of 
the Church— with its distinction 
between the things belonging to 
God and the things belonging to 
Caesar— gave a peculiar character 
to the nature of society, which it 
had hitherto not known: Namely, 
the isolation of things secular and 
things temporal. The government 
could now be subjected to effective 
legal restraint. Admittedly the con- 
flict between church and state was 
to become so sharp that the citizen 
was later compclcd to choose be- 
tween them, meaning the triumph 
of one or the other. 

The new movements of the Re- 
naissance and the Reformation 
were to involve Western society in 
what Professor Watkins calls "the 
crisis of secularization." The en- 
suing religious warfare, unexampled 
in brutality and ruthlcssness, shat- 
tered the new dualism. The only 
plausible form of government cap- 
able of restoring order to the pre- 
vailing anarchy, chaos and fear— 
the psychological fact of 17th cen- 
tury absolutism— seemed to be a 
royal absolutism. The problem of 
politics was now, how to replace 
rcllcious leadership as the con 
trolling force of government and 
to preserve dualism on the secular 
base. The growth of parliamen- 
tatianism seemed to provide the 
answer, but in England the royal 
figure soon became nothing but 
'a seemingly functionlcss appendage.! 
The subordination of Parliament toi 
the cabinet and the civil service 
today represents once again the 
threat to the traditional dualism, 
now represented by society and 
government. Whether effective re- 
sistance to this political monism 
can he organized through Parlia- 
ment remains a fundamental prob- 
lem of modern politics.

'OrtawaCitizen'on 
College Papers 

The Ottawa Citizen recently 
printed an article which dealt with 
the state of journalism in Canadian 
Universities. Following are excrpts 
from the article: 

... throughout the country the 
student press flourishes to a degree 
not generally recognized. It gives 
opportunities of apprenticeship to 
many who later become numbered 
among Canada's writers and editors. 

Of campus newspapers, 20 belong 
to the Canadian University Press, 
their co-operative news service. . . 

Thcugh concerned primarily with 
campus life, these newspapers re- 
flect also the thought and events of 
the times. As might be expected, 
original writing is perhaps less 
frequent than too-faithful imita- 
tions of John Dos Passos or who- 
ever it, the literary lion of the mo- 
ment. Criticism is often sensitive 
to good bcoks and films, and quick 
to ridicule humbug. 

"College humor" tends, of course, 
to bo esoteric, and the grade of 
levity may expose a wetness still 
behind the writers' ears, but ad- 
mirable wit is not uncommon. 

Campus editors treasure the tra- 
ditions of. a free press and try to 
be a constructive influence'. 

But copying a current trend, news 
columns are sometimes overrun by 
kinds of writing that do not be- 
long there. For its own sake and 
the sake of the writers who wish 
to turn a hobby into a vocation, 
the university press should main- 
tain strict standards of journalistic 
competence. 

Accurate, objective news is a 
great need of today's world.

Yale Professor Cites 

Problems in Far East

Speaker at 
A & S Dinner 



Eoyd Millen, Chairman of the 
Montreal Branch of the McGill 
Graduates" Society will be . the 
Sliest speaker at the Arts and 
Science Sophomore Dinner to be 
held in the Union Ballroom Tuesday. 
Jan 25. Mr. Millen . has gained a 
fine reputation for being both a 
humorous and intelligent speaker. 
AmniiR the members of the Gi'adu< 
atcs' Society he is a popular per- 
sonality and will make the event 
well-worth attending. He will 
speak on his days spent while an 
undergraduate at McGill and the 
benefits he has gained from being 
a member of the Graduates' Society. 

The dinner will commence at 7.00 
p.m. and will be served in Chinese 
style.

"Christianity in the Far East now 
faces the greatest crisis it has met 
at any time during the last 150 
years,'' Dr. Kenneth Scott Lalour- 
ette declared yesterday before a 
large audience in the Divinity Hail 
Chapel. Dr. Latourette. of the Yale 
Divinity School, was giving the 
second of a series of lectures that 
are being sponsored this session by 
the newly-formed Faculty of Divin- 
ity. "Bui I am not unduly pessi- 
mistic", the' speaker continued, 
"even though the prospects for 
Christianity in this area are very 
grim for the next few years." 
Traces Background 
Dr. Latourette traced the back- 
ground of Christianity In the Far 
Eastern countries and listed four 
periods of its growth, the latter 
period coming to a close at the 
outbreak of World War 'II, The 
Far East is now in an era of 
the development of five move 
mcnts: the strengthening on nation- 
alism, the empire-building moves 
of Japan, the recession of Western 
change, the lecturer said, due to 
Europe, and the accessions to pow- 
er of the United States and Russia. 
The speaker then outlined the 
on the current situations in China, 
effect that these factors arc having 
Japan, the Philippines, Indo-China, 
and Malaya. 

Dr. Latourette declared that 
China, for instance, is in the pro-

Adapting the story for radio 
was a difficult job, because it con' 
tains very little dialogue, relying 
heavily on mood to keep the read- 
er interested. 

Is there such a thing as stand 
ard English? All over the English' 
speaking world, regional loyalties 
bristle, pens arc drawn and dic- 
tionaries unlimbercd. But W. H. 
Brodie, CBC Supervisor of Broad 
cast Language, suggests that all 
this choler is perhaps unnecessary. 
..Because our language Is under 
going constant change, there Is no 
justification for setting up ai stand- 
ard English the language that has 
nus pencil co . LTn.. Toronto been spoken during any particu- 
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cess of a revolution that is affecting 
every phase of life there. In that 
country, he said, there is continued 
unrest and no stability. "In my 
opinion," he continued, "communism 
is not going to solve the problem." 

Because of the traditional indivi- 
dualism and family solidarity of the 
Chinese people the situation In 
China is different from that in Rus- 
sia, said the speaker. For this rea- 
son, he concluded, even though it 
may take thirty years, communism 
will fall. 

Christianity Established ' 

"Christianity, on the other hand, 
is now established in more coun- 
tries than ever before in its his 1 - 
tory, and it is becoming rooted 
in the indigenous populations. Its 
cultural effect is slower, but 
deeper and more lasting than other 
influences which may seem more 
striking." There is a great place 
and need for religious dedication 
of people with academic training, 
Dr. .Latourette concluded. 
■ In thanking the speaker, Dr. H. 
N. Ficidhousc, Dean of the Faculty 
of Arts and Science, said that 
while .we should not go 'back to 
the old system where the Church 
dominated the state, yet modern 
civilization should realize the great 
insights of religion into the nature 
of evil. Dr. Fieldhouse further ex- 
pressed the good wishes of his fac- 
ulty towards the younger Faculty 
of Divinity.

A Development Council to assist 
in the expansion of McGill's vari 
ous departments into all fields ex- 
tending beyond the University has 
been formed. This council com- 
prises several members of (he 
Board of Governors, some senior 
staff members, and three represen- 
tative Canadian business men not 
on the boaid. 

.. .. New Committees 

The announcement of the scttin 
up of the council was made by Dr. 
lames last night when the mem- 
bership was announced together 
with the creation of a McGill Fund 
Committee "to maintain active and 
continuous contact with the flnan 
cial and business community." Both 
the council and the committee are 
set up as "standing committees" of 
the board. 

The development of the council 
will be "to advise the Board of 
Governors as to the priority ad 
timing of the various construction 
projects for which funds . were 
solicited during the campaign that 
is now drawing to its close." 

"To advise the Board of Govern- 
ors from time to time as to the 
urgent needs of the various facul 
tics, schools, and departments of 
the university, in matters of build 
irigs and equipment as well as in 
matters of salary and wage sched- 
ules «exclusive of individual ap- 
pointments and promotions», and 
to express its opinion as to the re- 
lative priority of these needs. 

'.'To report to the Board of Gov- 
ernors from time to time in regard 
to other matters which, In the opin- 
ion of the council, are relevant to 
the development of the facilities of 
McGill University in a fashion that 
would enable it to meet more sat- 
isfactorily the needs of the com- 
munity or to perform more ap- 
propriately its functions as a 
university."
